It 
inolnded simply the adoption of a in to 
1 platform niid the nomination of Brviin 
and Sewall, but those in cliarge of it 
deemed it a pood policy to go slowly in 
the belief that they might, by remain- 
ing in seRsion, be able to exercise an in 
fiuen( (> in shaping things in the Popu 
list couveution. To this end they ap 
pointed » committee of seven, headed 
hy Judge Scott of California, to meet 
wiih a similar committee from the Pop 
olists for purpose of reaching a common 
plan of aetioii. , 

The idea was. perhaps, well con- 
ceived, althongli it is doubtful whether 
their course will be froitfol of results. 
The anti-Bryan Popolists believe that 
all outside influences which are being 
brought to bear apon them to induct 
them to accept the nominees of the 

Deinocratie coiivciitioii, are i)art of tlie 
same plot to drive their party into the 
"Democratic trap" and destroy and an- 
iiiliilatc its identity. Tlioy arc deaf to 
suggestions, a]>peala and w;.r!iings. 
The future }u»s no terrors for the "in- 
the-middle-of-the-rood" men, is the r<' 
ply to every argument, their answer to 
•reiy foreboding. They have convinced 
themselves that If they go marching on 
in four yoar.s more tlic two old parties 
will be shattered, disrupted and dis- 
credited and th«y will oome "into their 
own." 

The first session of the Popnlist con 

vention was a disappointment to those 
who anticipated relentless, bitter war 
from the (Imp of the gavel. And it was 
a disappointment totiiose who imagined 
that the galleries would swarm with 
people, drawn thither by cariosity or 
sympathy with the delibwations of the 
convention. There was no wildcat 
fighting and the galleries, which will 
hold 12.000 people, were practically an 
empty waste. Not over (iOO spectators 
were in the balconies. The floor, where 
the delegates were gathered, was, in 
some respects, crowded with as unique 
an assemblage as was ever massed under 
one roof. 

A single glance showed that they 
represented the common people — a term 
in wliirh tliey glory — that they came 
fioiii llie lariii, thi' mine, the workshop 
and the factorv'. They discarded con- 
ventionalities. Fully lialf of them sat 
in their slnrt sleeves with their coats 
(•lung over tlie backs of the chairs. 
Among tlicm were many i)ictures(|ue 
jitrsonalities— men wlio liave been 
known as agitat(jrs and reformers for 
n»auy yt ars were there, but tliere were 
also many whose ability and lon e of 
cliaracter have given tliem rank in higli 
station. As a body, tliey were men of 
fetrong and earnest convictions. 

Uovernor Llewelliiig, Senatur I'etfer 
and Jerry J^inijison of Kansas, (;(jvern<ir 
Holcomb of Neliiaska, Ignatius Dun- 
nelly of Minni'^iita, "( "vclom." Davis 
(jf Texas, Colonel I'eak of (ieorgia, 
(.ienei'al Co.\ey and C.nl Browne of 
Ohio, late of the industrial army; Tom 
Patterson of C;>lorado, e.v-( ioveriior Bu- 
chanan of Tennessee, ( ieiieral Weaver 
of Iowa and (.ieneial Field of Virginia, 
who were the Populist canilidates in 
1M>,'; Colonel Burkett of Mississippi, 
"Buffalo" Jones of Oklahoma, CaiJtuiu 
Reuben Kolb, Congressman Howard 
and Colonel Bowman of Alabama, and 
many others were prominent and con- 
spicuous figures on tlie floor. On the 
j>latform were Chairman Taubeueck, 
Senator Butler of Nortli Carolina, Sen 
atur Allen of Nebraslca, Mrs. Mary 
Ellen Lease of Kansait and otiier dis- 
tinguished guests. 

The appearance of several women 
delegates ou the floor was a novel fea- 
ture in a national political gathering. 
Tlie pi ess boxes, usually occupied by the 
representatives of the big dailies, was 
largely given over to the editors of the 
weekly reform papers. The decorations 
of the Republican convention, which 
was held in the same hall five weeks 
ago, still graced the balconies and hid 
the wooden rafters and pillars which 
upheld the high roof. All (he Repub- 
lican portraits had, however, been re- 
moved. Unlv the bust of Gtoneral Urant 
remained. Just before the convention 
was called to order, portraits of Abra- 
ham Unooln and Peter Cooper were 
hung out over the idatform gallery. 
The day session, whion lasted about one 
hour and a half, developed nothing ex- 
cept possibly that the noisy "middle'Of - 
the-road" contingent ware afraid to 
push their daims. 

Last night after Senator Bntler had 
been chosen temporary chairman by the 
national committee and they had ascer- 
tained that he favored Brran's nomina- 
tion, they at once decided to depose 
him, as Senator Hill was deposed by the 
Chicago convention. At the conclusion 
of an entiinMastio meeting they deter- 
mined to put forward as their candidate 
O. D. Jones of Ifiiaonri, wa (dd Qreen 



un nuance. After a nlglit's meditation, 
liowever, their leaders decided that it 
would not be the i)art of wisdom to 
make tlie light against Butler and tlieir 
refusal to submit to a test of stien„'tb 
was liailed by the Bryan mon ascoii- 
chisivi' evidence that they rtaliied they 
wi re in tile minority. 

But they were somewhat eoniiH'nsated 
for the loss of the temporarv cliairman- 
bhip in the speech of Ignatius Donnelly 
who replied to ( iovernor Stone's address 
of welcome. He made a "middle-of- 
tlie road" speech that stirred the radi- 
cals to tlieir depths. He appealed to 
tliem to stand linn, so that all tlie 
"dynamite in God's laboratory" <'oalil 
not tear the party asunder and iiredn ted 
that if tile i'l ople's party tailed tile 
cause of ir.iinanity would go dow n with 
it. The speech of the dark l-ro nen 
Senat^jr P.utler of Korth C.iiolina a- 

temporary chairman was listened to 
with eager interest. 

He is a striking looking man with a 
wealth of wavy dark brown hair wliich 
tumbles over his straight forehead ami 
which, together with a beard that 
marks the lower part of his face, brings 
into bold relief the straight atiuiline 
nose and gives to his dark olivt* com- 
plexion an appearance almost of pallor. 
Senator Butler hopes to be the pivot on 
which the convention will turn. He 
believes eventually all the factions can 
be harmonized on his i)lan to adopt a 
Populist platform and iKiiiiinate upon 
it Bry.iii with a southern Poi)ulist for 
vice president. His speech stroiitrly 
upheld the demand for the perpetuation 
of the Populist organization , which he 
desci'ibed as having driven the Rt-pul)- 
lutaiis to goM and tlie Democrats to sil- 
ver. 

To be swallowe.l up by the Demo- 
crats, he said, was a danger c)nly 
etiualled by the danger of beuit,' made 
the direct allies of the Republicans in 
the present campaign. He f,'ave b otii 
f.ictions a chance to rend the air with 
shouts, ljut when lie suggesti'd a middle 
Course, the purport of winch all und"r- 
stood, both sides were irresponsive. 
The Bryan men on the whole, hov.'ever, 
considered that the victory so far as 
there was one, lay between them. 
There were no demonstrations at the 
day's sessi in. The delegates, save tiiose 
from Texas, were uiiusuallj- (juiet, al- 
though after they had been <nice aroused 
bj' the disp'ay of Lincoln's jiicture. 
they applauded with eiitluisiasni every- 
thing which suited their fancy. 

Tliere was no night se-^ion owing to 
an accident which destroyed the elet tne 
light connections. A severe storm had 
passed over the city about 6 o'clock and 
the wires were blown down. Despite 
this fact the delegates assembled in the 
hall and waited for over an hour in 
total darkness for the lights to be turned 
on. About a dozen candles were brought 
in for use of the newspaper men. One 
was placed on the chairman's table and 
another stuck in the top of the guide in 
the middle of the pit. The efl'ect was 
wierdly picturesque. Uhastly faces 
flatted in and out of the ring of feel >le 
light which the tallow dips cast. The 
band played and the crowds sang. 
Speeches were mode in the dark and the 
delegates appeared ready to stay all 
night if there was any prospect uf light 
later on. There was naturally con- 
siderable apprehension that a panic 
might seize the crowd and a dire calun* 
ity result in the rash for entrance. 

The "middle-of-Uie-road" people be- 
came possessed of the idea that the Bryan 
men had pat up a job on them and the 
hall was not lighted because they feared 
that the straight-outs would run away 
with the convention. They denounced 
it all as a trick and vowed vengeance 
long and deep. The incident recalled a 
similar one at the Oiuoinuati Republic- 
an convention of 1876, when the lights 
were shut oft at a critical stage Just as 
Blaine's nomination seemed assured. 

At 8:45 Chairman Butler declared the 
convention adjourned until this morn- 
ing. Within half an hour after the last 
delegate had left the hall, all the elec- 
tric lights were turned ou, much to the 
astonishment of the newspaper men and 
policemen who lingered in the building, 
(^aite a number of delegates had stopped 
on neighboring street corners to discuss 
the all-absorbing (juestioiis, and it was 
suggested that tliey return, but they did 
not, as it was pointed out that the doors 
were guarded ami admission would be 
denied, besnles the ofhcers having gone, 
nothing that might bu uouo would re- 
ceive tlieir sanctton> and therefore be 

ineffectual. 

The situation at present points nmre 
strongly to Bryan's endor.^einent or 
nomination. In fact the Biyan man- 
agers declare that they are absolutely 
certain that so far as the head of the 
ticket is concerned they are out of the 
woods. But with regard to Sewall they 
admit privately that there is grave 
doul,)t and that there is now i>robably a 
uiajonfy of the convention against the 
Bath ship builder. They are using all 
their energies to jnevent the coiiipliT'a- 
tions that would loUow an eudoisenieiit 
of Bryan and the noniiiiatioii of a Pt)pu- 
list for vii e president. The "middle-of- 
the-road" men c.m not even get to- 
gether on a candidate for president 
Debs is their favorite, but the Bryan 
managers say they have word that he 
will (iecliiit! tli(( further use of his name. 
If a Populist is not named for vice jjresi- 
(lent there is sure to be a bolt of some cf 
the southern delegattfS. 

but tlie Bi-yaii managers, it is said, 
would welcome such a boll if it come 
with victory lor the whole Chicago 
ticket. They claim that they will un- 
doubtedly control the committee on per- 
manent organization and resolutions 
which are to lie announced today as 
they have a majority of the state and 
territorial delegations. It is their pur- 
pose, if they control, to frame a plat- 
form along the lines of the Chic:;igo 
platform with as few coucesssions to 
the radicals as possible. For permanent 
chairman there is a good deal of talk 
of both Senator Alleu and General 
'Weaver, but the former desires to re-

U J ite to Cretan* L'lKlrr the Turk'* Op- 
ptrHNlon — Autoiioiny Demanded. 

Nsw YoBK, July 23.— A dispatch to 
Thf Herald from Athens says: Three 

members of the revolutionary commit- 
tee have arrived here from Crete on a 
SI lal mission. In the c<jurse of an in- 
terview they made the following state- 
ment 1)11 authority of their committee: 
"We wish to say it has been decided 
that we must have granted to us the de- 
mands we have sent to the sultan or 
else we shall tight. The powers must 
either give us autonomy or see us 
crushed. Should our demands be neg- 
lected, then, within 1.5 days of July l.">, 
the date at which thej- were made, w* 
shall break the armistice." 

These demands, they added, had been 
formulated by I lie coniniittee. but, at 
the earnest entreaties of the foreign 
consuls, were conveyed through the as- 
sembly, s(.) as not to hurt tlie "amour 
propre ' of the sultan. 

In the ('(uirse of an interview which a 
Herald corresjiondent has just had in 
Crete with the governor general, the 
latter said: "ticid knows if order will 
be restored. I am doing my utmost in 
the hope only of bringiug abOUt the ces- 
sation of hostilities. " 

The Her.dc. corres|)ondeiit also saw 
Hassan Pasha. He said: "Crete is a 
jiaradiso, but it has the curse of St- 
Paul over it. I have no hopes."

TWELVE THOUSAND OUT. 

OaaanU Strika Ordered Among New York 
•ad Brookljrn Tailors. 

New York, July 23.— Twelve thou- 
sand coat tailors were ordered on a 
strike yesterday to enforce higher ])rices 
from tlie wholesale manufacturers and 
to stop a renewal of the task and piece- 
work system. The largo wholesale 
mautifactarers were taken by surpris**, 
as it had been given out that a strike 
had been deemed inadvisable by the 
leaders. A committee of 1.") of the 
Brotherhood of Tailors, in accordance 
with early instructions, stole a inarch 
on the manufacturers by visiting ;ill 
th(< contract )rs' shops, O.'iO in nuiiilier, 
in this city, and '..'."lO in Brooklyn ;'iul 
BrownsvilK and notifying the" work- 
ers to quit forthwith and report tv their 
headquarters. 

Up to noon there were 4,000 tailors 
out in this city and 4,000 more of the 
total of 8,000 were expected to (juit 
W(u k befor' the close of the work-day 
The 4,000 tailors in Brooklyn and 
Brownsville were expected to join in 
the strike, as they hud decided several 
days ago.

ON A PANIC SCALE 

Prices of Stocks Have Steadily 
M«lt«d Away. 

POLILICAL AND OTHER CAUSES.

Nkw York, .July 23.— The strain upon 

the resourci's and tem[)er of the (inancial 
community for some tune, owing to thi 
steady shrinkage of the jirices of th" 
stock exchange securities, has recently 
been intensified by political and other 
causes. In consequence, values have 
steadily molted away on a panic scale, 
though without visible exi itement or 
oiieii disaster. The ni.irket has .ipjiearec 
to be entirely supported a lid It s only main 
stay during the past few weeks has been 
spasmodic buying of our securities ut 
times on a lurge scale for foreign ac- 
count. 

The fact that the commercial balance 
of trade is In our favor and that but for 
the levult ot the prevailing gloomy 
sentiment, the movement of gold should 
be toward, instead of against th( 
United States, aggravates the situation. 
The dominant depressing influence 
have been the steady exports of th( 
metal and the consequent rapid process 
of depletion of the government's gold 
reserve. On July 11, the free gold held 
amounted to |100,a&8,6iM. By July 18 
the gold reserve hod fallen to ^,703,- 
o.'l, and at the close of business Tues- 
day it stood at $80,780,180. These fig 
ures were further reduced yesterday by 
withdrawals of gold amounting to i'i,- 
375,000, including $2,000,000 for export 
today, bringing the total down to ial,- 
405,160. Tne decrease in tlie 11 days 
amounted to nearly $13,000,000. 

The continued strength of the foreign 
exchange market clearly indicated a 
steady outflow of gold and the transfer 
uf credits from this country to Europe. 
The judgment of the best tlnancial au- 
thorities is that the government could 
market a further issue of eitlier 4, 4 I-'*' 
or ."i per cent bonds at par, but the policy 
of such action is admitted to be bad in 
view of the probable political ellect. 
The sharj declines iu securities recently, 
had create(i a sentiment of profound 
discouragement in Wall street, and the 
gravity of the situation was keenly ap- 
jireciated in high financial and banking 
circles. President Frederick 1'. Tappen 
of the tiallatiii National bank, who is 
the chairnian of the cle.iriiig hou^e com- 
mittee of the New York associ.ited 
banks, beg.iii missionary work .i few-

iror the Week Endinf July SOtli.l 
Slightly unfavorable conditions have 
continued during the week. There is 
quite a general complaint of too mtieh 
clondiness and r.iin. The tenijierature 
waa above the normal upon only the first 
two dayt of the week, md the ftTenige 
for the entire week showt adepwrtoreof 
about five deduces less than the normal. 
The rainfall wai distriboted very anoTM* 
ly throughout the State, tlioiiRh, as a 
rule, the central counties close to the 
Tennessee border report the greatest 
amount, which ranged from 41 inches at 
Paducah to 3.a; inches at Williamsburg. 
The average amount of sunshine received 
did not exceed 36 per cent. Damaging 
inflaencee are reported quite generally 
throughout the state, but as yet they do 
not appear to have aff ected the average 
condition of eropa materially. It is 
feared, however, that much injurv will 
result to wheat and oats in the shock, 
from the tremendous rains which are 
falling at the time of the close of reports 
for the past week. These rains appear 
to be heaviest in the count ies bordering 
upon or adjacent to the Ohio River. 
Warm weather, with abandant eanahiM, 
are conditions most needed now for the 
best interests of all crops. 

Western Kentucky. — The general 
weather conditions of this section of the 
State were more favorable than those 
which prevail in the more easternly coun- 1 
ties and fewer complaints are made of 
damaging iulluences. Generally sj>eak- 
iug, tlie rainfall was about the usual | 
amount.

St. Lan i.i. July ^3.— The (»mmlttee 
on leaolatiouB uf the ailver party con- 
vention met laat night, and a ■nbcoin- 

mitteo was appointed to recommend the 
platform pa.ised at the WashiiiKton bi- 
metallic rimferoiicc .Tanuary last. 'I'licrc 
was a hard fifjht on the part of (jeuoral 
Warner, the Ohio member, for the en- 
doraemeut of the Demooratio tilTer 
plank in toto, bot \(f % TOte of 16 to 5 
the Bubcommittee was initmcted to re- 
port the following platform: 

The National ^^ilver party, in CODTen- 
tioii assembled, hereby adopts the fol- 
lowing decluratioT of principles: 

First— The paramuuiit l>siie iit tlii-. time 
in the I'lilled States is indispiitalily t he 
money <iiie-.tiou. It is between the ^'olll 
stauilarii, gold bouds nud bunk curreie y 
uu the one bide, aud the blmetolUo stuud 
ard, no iHJuds and goveminent eiutMicy 

uD the other. 

Ou thi.s ii-sue we declftre ourselves to be 
in favor of a distinctively Aiuerlcau finan- 
cial >ysti>m. We arc uualterably opposed 
to the liiuglu gold staudurd uud demand 
tbe immediute return to the coustitutiou 
the atundard of gold and silver, by the re- 
storation by this government. Independ- 
ently of any foreign power, of the unn»- 
strlcted coinage of both gold and silver 
into standard money, at the ratio of 10 to 
1, and upon terms of exact equality, as 
they existed prior to 1878 ; the sliver coin to 
be a full legal tender, equally with gold for 
all debts auddtios, prirateaud pabllo, and 
we favor such legislation as will prevent 
for the future the demonetizatlou of any 
Icind of legal tender money by private 
contract. 

We bold that the power to control and 

regulate u paper currency Is inseparable 
ftuiu the power to coin money; aifd hence 
that all currency intended to circulate as 
money should be issued, and its volume 
couirulletl, by the general goverumeui 
only, and should be legal tender. 

\Ve arc unalterably opposed to the issue 
by the 1 uitt'il ."-tates oi interest l)eariiit5 
bond.- iu tiiiie of peace, and we deuouin f 
a.s a blunder worse ihan u eriiiie. the pres- 
ent lrea.-.ary policy coiieiirreil lu by a Ke- 
publieaii hou-e of plun^'iii(t the country 
inl (I debt by liuiuireiU of milliuus in the 
vain attempt lo maintain the gold stand- 
ard by borrowing t?oUl; and we demand 
the payment of all coin obligations of the 
United States as provided by exlsiiug 
laws, in cither gold or silver coin, at the 
option of the government, and not at the 
option of the creditor. 

tiecoud— That over and above all other 
questions of policy we are in favor of re- 
storing to the people of the United States 
the time-honored money of tbe oonstitn- 
tlon— gold and silver, not one but both— 
the money of Washington and Hamilton, 
and Jefferson and Monroe, and Jackson 
and I.inrolu, to the end that tbe Amer- 
ican pt npiu may receive honest pay for an 
honest product; that the American debtor 
may pay bis j^st obligations in an honest 
standard and not in a standard that has 
apiireci.tted 100 per cent above all the 
Kre.it staples of our country, and to the 
end, further, that silver standard coun- 
trio, niay be deprived of the unjust atl- 
vanta;j:( they now enjoy in the dilTeii-nee 
in exi liaiiw between >;old and silver — an 
uilvanta;i' which the taiilT legislation 
alone can not overcomi'. 

We, tlierefore, coufiilently appeal to I lie 
peiijile of the I'liited Stati'S to leave in 
abeyance for the moment all other ijue^- 
tioiis, however import.inr aud evi ti mo- 
meiiloii.-, they may apliear to -under, if 
nei.il be. all former party ties and allilia- 
tions .'iiiii unite in one supreme elTort to 
free tlieiii-elves and their children from 
the (loiiiiiialion of the money powir — a 
power mori' dc.-tructive than any which 
h.is ever been fastened upon the civili/.ed 
men uf any race or iu auy age. Aud upon 
tbe consummation of our dealres and 
efforts we invoko the . gracious favor of 
divine provldeno% 

The phitlorm which General Warner 
sought to have recommended recited 
tBat one had been adopted at tlie Wash- 
ington cunference which culled the pres- 
ent conveution and the Democratic 
party hud incorporated a plank iu its 
platform iu accordance therewith; and 
further set forth tliat the silver party's 
platform ■honld endorM both the Demo* 
oratio platform and nominees. 

Jndga 0. R. Sefttk ol Nebraska waa on 
his feet immediately and offered the 
platform above as a snbstitnte. Dr. 
Frank Powell of Wisconsin made a 
speech strongly urging th« adoption of 
tn« subititnte as a distiuct silver party 
platform. He said that many silver Re- 
publicans would not vote for the War- 
ner platform, inasmuch as the Demo- 
cratic party had passed it and on that 
account would be prejudiced aguiiist it. 

He was followed by G. W. Baker of 
California, who contended that the 
Deuiucratic candidates would be en- 
dorsed uud that was as much as the 
Democrats should insist on. The silver 
party platform dealt vs'ith none but the 
linaneial L->iie and the Kepublieans, 
with s lv> r ui' Iinatudis, would leit vote 
for a platform made up from the nne in 
question. (ieneral Warner said the 
iJeiie rr.its aili'pteil |iraetieally the siiino 
platfuiiu as the cunference at Wasliintf- 
ton. and tlie only chaii,i,'e wa.s in the 
plirasiMilu^'y It lias been aclojited to 
nuify the IJemocrats and nil silventes, 
aud iu liis judgment the Democratic 
platform should be endorsed. 

There were several other sjieakers 
almiK the same lines, when ,hi(l|.-e Scott 
made tile motion that a bubeommittee 
of five be aiJiiointed and instructed to 
report as indicated, and his motion was 
agreed t« The .same Rubcommitteo 
was authorized to issue an address to 
the citizens of the United States ex- 
pluluing the attitude of the silver party. 
The committee appointed was: G. W. 
Baker of Califoruia, W. II Harvey of 
Illinois, Judge 0. R. Scott of Nebraska,
